As property is
too much the standard of one’s position
in society, if we cau live, asifon a basis
of property, we hope to acquire the same
eonsideration among our fellows,

So health, rest, education, culture, sc-
curit}';' the cnjoyment of life, not to say
virtue 1%s.1f arc too often sacrificed to has-
ten on mere accumulation of money. Es-
pecially is this true in a youang and grow-
ing country like the West.

All capital which is not put to the actual
accumulation of itscIf is held as dead cap-
ital, so the incidents nccessary to one's
business are made as bastily and as cheap-
Jy as possible. IIouscs are made of wood
for speed and cconomy, sidewalks and
pavements follow the same rule. Streets
are laid out on the natural Jevel of the
ground to be raised and graded by and by.
Everything, in short, mnst conspire to the
great end, viz : be & man of wealth in the
shortest possible time.

But one cannot goon contrary to the
natural course of things without nature
having something to say about it. The
fime of reckonivg is sure tocome. Para-
Tysis seizes upon the over-sirained nervous
system and brings about an enforeed rest.
Apoplexy swoops down upon  the brain
and snuffy out life without warning.

The love of wealth or the show of wealth
and the position it gives in society, over-
comes the moral principles, and embezzle-
mentand fraud obtains what we cannot
wait for, and exposure and ruin are sure
sooner or later to follow, with suicide or
the prison.

We have seen nothing in the Ku-Klax
dificulties as yet to warrant the interven-
tion of the strong arm of the Government.
The up-country papers eay very little
about the arrests, if any are made, and
nothing but what the Stateadministration
might effect if there was the nervetodoit.
Quite a number of men have been arrested
and brought to Columbia, charged with
various offences—some of which are Ku-
kluxism and theother are riotous individ-
uals which exists in every community. In
Chester County where Ku-Klux lawless-
ness is reported as holding high carnival,
the Grand Jury reporis but a few actual
cases, and denies entirely the charges
made in the proclamation of the Presi-
dent. T he culminating point of official
imbecility seems to have been reached
when the Executive appealed to the gene-
ral government for aid to suppress a pue-
rile insurrection which he confesses is not
in his power to subdue. We do not be-
lieve Lhat any real causes exist for sostrin-
gent a measure. The suspension of the
habeas corpus in a time of profound peace
is a dangerous expedient, and should not
be resorted to only in the extremest ne-
cessily—a climax not yet reached.

It is not strange that a reign of terror

lhas been inaugurated in these counties,
the most peaceable are compelled to leave
their farms and flee for safely elsewhere—
none are safe from immediate arrest at the
instigation of any who choose to make
complaint, and often withcut cause, only
to eratify a personal malice. It isto be
regreited that these internal aflairs have
assumed such a dangerous attitude—and
in our outlook we sece no prospect for a
change under the present political admin-
istration—strike the axe at the root of
